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REFERRING to the tendency now- 
adays to encourage the establish- 
ment of manufactories, Majer Mc- 
Kinley in his Columbus address 
made a telling point against the 
free-traders. “There is no section 
of the country, north or south,” 
said the great advocate of protec- 
tion, “which is not seeking by 
every manner of inducement to 
get manufactories established in 
their midst. They are giving do- 
nations; they are offering buunties; 
in some communities they are 
taxing themselves and burdening 
their property for the saké of secur- 
ing industries which emplody labor 
and enlarge their neighborhood 
markets. In the South, the center of 
free trade, they are offering free- 
dom from taxation for ten to 
twenty years to those who will 
bring their capital and invest in 
productive enterprises, and this by 
authority oflaw. And while this 


is going on, the leaders of the Dem- | 


ocratic party are proposing to tear 
down the protective tariff and in- 
undate this country with foreign 
competing ‘products to displace 
those which these very manufacto- 
ries propose to make, and which 
the people are one themselves 
to establish.”
